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or bad might change after you read The 
King of Skid Row, a historical account of 
the Gateway District during the 1950s 
and ’60s by journalist James Eli Shiffer. 
John Bacich (a.k.a. Johnny Rex) was at 
the center of it all as the former owner 
of a bar, liquor store, and “cage hotel” 
(tiny, one-room crash pads) in the area. 
Through interviews with, and photo¬ 
graphs taken by, Bacich, Shiffer uncov¬ 
ers a forgotten demographic: wa3rward 
bachelors bereft of employment, families, 
or a place to call home. Sociology stu¬ 
dents researched them, mission workers 
tried to “save” them, and police busted 
them for excessive intoxication. Shiffer 
vividly evokes the neighborhood at its 
violent and drunken peak in this vivid 
and fascinating account of a bygone era. 

BEST BOOK (FICTION) 

Knockout by John Jodzio

John Jodzio’s short-story collection 
Knockout pulls no punches. Writing 
primarily through a first-person point 
of view, Jodzio lets readers climb into 
the minds of some seriously disturbed 
characters in unusual situations: Two 
dudes fresh out of rehab figure out how 
to pinch animals unconscious for fun 
and profit. A family-owned opium den 
struggles to stay in business when the 
Opium Depot opens nearby. A grieving 
man contemplates buying a sex chair 
from his late mistress’ husband at a garage 


sale. Jodzio unapologetically spins these 
bizarre stories that somehow seem plau¬ 
sible — if only in an alternate, whacked 
version of the universe. While this isn’t 
Jodzio’s first go-round with publishing 
short story collections (2010’s If You Lived 
Here You’d Already Be Home and JOlTs 
Get In If You Want to Live are equally 
entertaining). Knockout was the first 
of his tomes to catch the attention of 
the New York Times, and the reviewer 
thoroughly enjoyed it.

Two Gentlemen of Verona, the all-female 
production that opened the Jungle The¬ 
ater’s 2016 season, was a celebration of 
the pure joy of live performance. Amid a 
generational wave of leadership transitions 
across town, incoming artistic director 
Sarah Rasmussen’s first show at the Jungle 
felt like a decisive marker of a bright new 
era. The traditionally box-like stage was 
blown open with an abstract pink set. The 
fourth wall was neither seen nor felt as 
performers wandered among audience 
members, some of whom were seated 
onstage. Best of all, the diverse cast made 
gold with Shakespeare’s script, completely 
owning the sharp comedy while casting 
its problematic aspects in a new light. The 
actors’ delight was contagious, from the 
charming stars to the deadpan supporting 
players. The production made a case for 
both change and continuity, for theater 
as a living art. 

BEST ACTRESS 

Shelby Richardson 

Every so often, a performer comes along 
who brings such complete conviction 
that she exerts a gravitational pull, trans¬ 
forming our understanding of ever 5 Thing 
else happening onstage. Such is the case 
with Shelby Richardson, whose casting 
can make any show a must-see. Richard¬ 
son had two especially powerful perfor¬ 
mances last year. In Theatre Novi Most’s 
The Seagull, she brought such heartfelt 
sincerity to the part of Nina that she 
freed the rest of the cast to make hay 
with Chekhov’s comedic side. In Basic 
Instinct 1.1, independently produced in 
the tiny White Page Gallery, Richardson 
played the lead role in a transformative 
reimagining of the Sharon Stone role. The 
show, which grew out of a solo sketch 
by Richardson, repeated the film word- 
for-word and shot-for-shot — but with 
the male characters entirely removed. 
With technical precision and bold resolve, 
Richardson turned an unlikely premise 
into one of the most compelling shows 
of the year.

BEST ACTOR 

Randy Reyes 

Randy Reyes is acclaimed as a leader 
in the theater community successfully 
serving as artistic director of Mu Perform¬ 
ing Arts since 2013. It was acting that 
brought Reyes to prominence, though, 
and while his busy schedule limits the 
number of onstage roles he can take, he 
becomes a linchpin of any production he 
joins. Case in point: The Oldest Boy, the 
reflective Sarah Ruhl play that provided a 
long-overdue showcase for Asian Ameri¬ 
can performers at the Jungle Theater. 
Reyes brought gentle conviction to the 
role a Tibetan Buddhist whose American 
wife (Christina Baldwin) is learning to 
embrace a faith that suddenly presents 
a profound challenge. Even better was 
Mu’s own tot, wherein Reyes pulled off 
the daunting trick of playing a school-age 
boy seething with hurt and frustration 
after immigrating to America from the 
Philippines. It was painful to watch, but 
impossible to look away from. 

BEST DIRECTOR 

Peter Rothstein 

Last year was the latest in a series of 
triumphant years for Theatre Latte Da. 
The company purchased the Ritz Theater, 
giving themselves a permanent home and 
guaranteeing that the northeast Minne¬ 
apolis landmark will remain in active use 
as avenue for live entertainment. It was 
a coup, and rightly applauded. All of that, 
though, was built on the steady eye of 
Peter Rothstein. Last year, once again, he 
demonstrated his gifts for giving classic 
musicals a fresh and intimate feel, draw¬ 


ing on our deep well of local talent. With 
Gypsy, he took a show famous for its dark 
corners and shone a razzle-dazzle lightthat 
emphasized the material’s glorious theat¬ 
ricality. In the fall, by contrast, Rothstein 
led a gut-wrenching Ragtime that chose 
lean, pointed resonance over distracting 
stage business. It was further evidence of 
his ability to put the Ritz’s unique space 
to good use, promising many great things 
to come from this perfect pairing.

Sand¬ 
box turned Park Square’s Boss Thrust Stage 
into a boxing ring for the elegiac Queens, 
then used that same space to get inside 
the mind of game-show addict Michael 
Larson for the character study Big Money. 
With Derek Lee Miller stepping aside 
as artistic director, the I3-year-old com¬ 
pany is currently exploring new ways of 
structuring its organization to give the 
creators of each show maximum room to 
roam. Local theater fans will be watching 
with interest to see what the future holds 
for these perpetually curious creators.

For up-and-coming comedians in the 
Twin Cities, finding stage time to work 
on their craft is essential. While there are 
many venues — from nationally revered 
comedy clubs to hole-in-the-wall Mexican 
restaurants — that offer the opportunity to 
catch live comedy any night of the week, 
Sisyphus Brewing has quickly carved out a 
niche. Its open mic night, hosted by veteran 
comic Corey Adam, has become known as 
the freshest, funniest, and best produced 
one in town. Sis 3 rphus owner Sam Harri- 
man spent several years as a comedian, 
so creating the right kind of venue and 
atmosphere for comedy comes as second 
nature. The room fits about 90 people, but 
offers the same stage, lighting, sound, and 
layout of the bigger clubs in town.

Whether he’s sharing his experiences 
working with kids or discussing his dreams 
of one day owning brand-new furniture, 
Greg Coleman’s delivery and personality 
make him a force in local comedy.

Thanks to his past 
gig as a radio personality on the old Tony 
Fly Morning Show on B96, Coleman has 
been making people laugh for years. Since 
moving on to standup, he has become 
one of the most consistent performers 
in town, and one of the most heavily in 
demand. He’s a regular emcee at Acme 
Comedy Co. and Rick Bronson’s House of 
Comedy, and he has performed just about 
ever 5 cwhere, from the Boy Kisses weekly 
comedy showcase to the University of 
Minnesota. When he’s not onstage, he’s 
a regular contributor to KARE ll’s Break¬ 
ing the News program, bringing his brash, 
insightful viewpoints to the airwaves. It’s 
highly likely that he’ll be taking over big¬ 


ger stages both in and out of Minnesota 
in the not too distant future.

BEST DANCE PEREORMANCE 

James Sewell Ballet’s 
Killer Pig

In the James Sewell Ballet's performance 
of Killer Pig, by Israeli choreographers 
Sharon Eyal and Gai Behar, six dancers 
sampled global styles including ballet, 
Japanese Butoh, Israeli gaga, and clas¬ 
sical Indian dance. The entire ensemble 
worked as an interconnected unit, render¬ 
ing the dance’s eccentric intricacies with 
relish. They undulated with percussive 
ooze as if detonating gel-filled grenades, 
transforming from creaturely and wild 
to spare and classical in a beat. Sleek 
and sensuous, they strutted like prize 
racehorses or models marching down 
the runway. Individual dancers showed 
their stuff: Laurie Nielsen’s fluid spine and 
strident sensuality give her a dramatic, 
femme fatale allure, while Eve Schulte’s 
Amazonian grandeur suggested tragic 
Greek heroines. Shohei Iwahama’s mer¬ 
curial wit and protean moves made him 
the Puck of the pack. Most impressively, 
these versatile dancers showed the many 
directions a ballet-trained body can go. 

BEST CHOREOGRAPHER

In Soft Goods, Karen Sherman animated 
dancers, theater technicians, a whole 
bunch of lights and stage machinery, and 
the Walker Art Center’s entire McGuire 
Theater. The premise was a tech rehearsal 
for a production that we never saw. But 
then we witnessed many performances 
in this 90-minute event: light and shadow 
shows, taped and live narratives that 
overlapped like an Altman movie, danc¬ 
ers working things out and obeying their 
choreographer’s every command, techies 
coiling cables and traveling up Genie Lifts. 
There were moments of vaudeville, film 
noir, rock-show ambiance, pure dance, and 
silly moves, all rh 3 l;hmically controlled yet 
totally unpredictable. Sherman illuminated 
the beauty of stage machinery and made 
us realize the vulnerability of those both 
center and backstage. She used all the 
bells and whistles of the well-equipped 
McGuire stage without ever resorting to 
gimmickry or overkill. She wrapped us 
in a sensurround experience.

Real Numbers 
boast pedigrees from a wide array of 
prestigious local bands — including 
Howler, Nice Purse, Private Interests, 
Cozy, and France Camp — and crystal¬ 
lize the raucous garage-rock sounds of 
those outfits into spirited new songs. The 
dynamic harmonies oi Wordless Wonder 
recall ’60s psychedelic surf-rock, while 
the playfully introspective lyrics reflect 


the mundane frustrations of modern- 
day living.

they could help me pull it off,” Dessa told 
City Pages of her involvement with the 
23-track mixtape featuring Usher, Nas, 
Alicia Keys, Sia, and many others tackling 
Hamilton songs. “Congratulations” is a fiery 
number from the character of Angelica 
Schuyler, sister-in-law to Founding Father 
and titular character Alexander Hamilton. 
Combining urgently swelling strings with 
Dessa’s surefire charisma and emotional 
finesse, the song is a triumph. Miranda 
is presumably pleased with the results, 
having tweeted “All hail Dessa and her 
incredible band!”

As for releases to 
actually come out on Doomtree Records, 
the big two came from Sims and RO.S: The 
former released his earthquaking. Run the 
Jewels-esque magnum opus. More Than 
Ever, back in November, while the latter 
returned this January with the punk-rap 
assault Chill, Dummy, a triumphant come¬ 
back from his 2014 kidney transplant. In- 
house producer Paper Tiger contributed 
heavily to More Than Ever, while fellow 
beatmaker Lazerbeak executive produced 
both albums.

Opening weekend in March saw a trio of 
high profile, sold-out shows from Atmo¬ 
sphere, Phantogram, and the Jayhawks.

But with 
a capacity around 1,200, the underrated 
concert hall fit neatly between nearby clubs 
First Avenue (1,600) and Fine Line Music 
Cafe (769), carving out a niche catering to 
mid-level metal, pop-punk, and rap acts.

A small, nondescript street in 
Minneapolis’ Seward neighborhood, this 
block looks like other streets in the area — 
until you realize there are no cars, there is 
no actual street, and the houses are identi¬ 
cal. With a grassy, well-lit mall in lieu of a 
road, and rows of cute little gingerbread 
houses with front porches to look at and 
out from, this is the perfect, traffic-free 
spot to take a quiet stroll under the cover 
of darkness. Built in the late 1800s, the 
block was saved from destruction in the 
1970s, and is now on the National Register 
of Historic Places. It’s also studied in col¬ 
lege courses as an example of innovative 
urban planning.With its uncanny houses 
harkeningback to a bygone time and place, 
it feels downright magical.

Nature’s swell, and most of the great locales 
of natural beauty around the Twin Cities, 
rivers and lakes especially, are full of other 
people who think the same thing. You’ll 
find plenty of green scenery and less foot 
traffic on the tree-lined historic Summit 
Avenue. While Frank Lloyd Wright was 
known to have hated the mansions that 
populate this street, many decades later, 
they make for a more interesting horizon 
line than stacks of condos or cookie-cutter 
development houses. Start on the west 
side, near the Mississippi River, and you’ll 
begin on a slight incline, then pass four 
leafy miles, mostly flat and straight, before 
reaching a nice, curving cool- down descent 
on Cathedral Hill, into downtown St. Paul.

THE NEW SOUTHWEST 

Saguaro brings a well-balanced take on traditional Mexican to South Minneapolis 

Is it possible to take the rich culinary traditions of Southern Arizona and Northern Mexico, add a dash of 
Lebanese brightness and a healthy dollop of down-home Minnesota sensibility, and produce a dining experience 
that is at once crave-worthy, inventive and comforting? 

That is the question that owner Mandy Abdo Sheahan and chef Rich Harrison attempt to answer every day 
at Saguaro, their cozy neighborhood gem in South Minneapolis. 

“We call it Az-Mex,” Abdo explains of her restaurant’s style, admitting the term was invented to describe 
Saguaro’s unique blend of flavors. “It’s lighter and more subtle than traditional Tex-Mex, richer and more 
robust than Cal-Mex. It’s complex but very approachable—a lot like our inspiration.” 

That inspiration is Abdo’s grandmother, who was born to a Lebanese family in Arizona and grew up in 
Tucson, then transplanted to Minnesota where she raised a large, rambunctious and multi-talented family on 
Minnehaha Parkway, just a stone’s-throw from Saguaro’s current location at 53rd & Lyndale. 

IT’S ALL ABOUT FLAVOR 

Saguaro’s food is familiar but elevated; comforting but skillfully executed. The menu’s core is tacos—a nice 
variety of quality ingredients well-seasoned and attractively presented on fresh, locally-made tortillas (your 
choice of corn or flour). The options rotate with the season, so occasionally favorites will fall off the menu 
(closed caption to Chef Rich: bring back the roasted mushroom!), but there is always a nice array of choices 
ranging from traditional (steak, chicken) to adventurous (octopus!). 

Beyond tacos, the menu offers a generous slate of entrees that include classic Mexican dishes—fajitas, 
enchiladas, and the best tamales in Minnesota (a subjective but easily defensible opinion)—as well as items that 
are just plain fun—the shrimp/scallops and grits is a rich and savory non-sequitur that somehow works. 

The creativity doesn’t stop with the food. Saguaro takes advantage of its full liquor license to craft a number 
of margaritas that pair perfectly with their distinctive cuisine. 

A FAMILY AFFAIR 

That Abdo has managed to marshal a welcoming and successful restaurant in the Twin Cities might be more 
genetics than luck or skill. Her mother (who is co-owner of Saguaro) has been satisfying hungry Twin Cities 
diners in one form or another since the I970’s when she ran a pita bread sandwich shop on St. Anthony Main. 

Between her father (Nicollet Island Inn) and her brothers (My Burger) the family has got your food choices 
covered from casual to fine dining. 

And in her spare time, Abdo and her cousin Tina can be found at the Great Minnesota Get-Together doling 
out slabs of bacon-on-a-stick to an eager and drooling horde at Big Fat Bacon. 

But if you’re looking for everyday dining that offers complex but well-balanced flavors and quality, scratch- 
made dishes all wrapped up in a cozy neighborhood setting, Saguaro is hard to beat. 

Throw in a margarita or two and you might have the perfect dinner.
